Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not anticipate nor render obvious the claimed invention of: 
A steering wheel mounting assembly, comprising: 

a first drive ring member constructed and arranged to be mounted to a steering wheel; 
a second drive ring member constructed and arranged to be mounted to a steering 
shaft; 

a stationary support member constructed and arranged to receive the first and second 
drive ring members such that at least one component of the first drive ring member and 
at least one component of the second drive ring member are respectively free to rotate 
relative to the stationary support member; and 

a drive roller assembly receivable by the stationary support member and comprising a 
plurality of rotatable elements, at least one of the rotatable elements being constructed 
and arranged to be in frictional contact with a portion of the first drive ring member and 
a portion of the second drive ring member, 

wherein, in use, at least one of the rotatable elements is constructed and arranged to 
transfer rotational motion and torque between the first drive ring member and the 
second drive ring member. 

No particular single feature of the claim renders the claim as a whole patentable. 

Only the claim taken as a whole combination is deemed new and unobvious.
